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Golden Triangle Developer Answers 
The Concerns of APB, City Council

The unexpected appearance 
of Golden Triangle developer 
Kenneth H. Michael and an as¬ 
sociate at the December 4 city 
council meeting opened the door 
for his improved relations with 
the city government. Michael 
“apologized” to the council for 
a lack of communication on his 
part, causing a somewhat strain¬ 
ed relationship in the past. Ad¬ 
ditionally, he certified that, 
aside from a few minor modifi¬ 
cations, the concept plan for de¬ 
velopment of the Golden Trian¬ 
gle remained unchanged. 

Attempting to calm the rising 
concern of the council over reports 
of sudden changes in the plan, Mi¬ 
chael blamed several county news¬ 
paper articles, and suggested that 
they misinterpret his recent show¬ 
ing of the plan as a revised version, 
when in fact it was not. The last 
concept revision was made a year 
ago, due to State Highway Admin¬ 
istration reservation of a southeast 
portion of the tract for a Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway exit 
ramp, possibly to be built in the 
future. 

Current Golden Triangle plans in¬ 
clude the Capital Cadillac auto buil¬ 
ding presently taking shape, a ban¬ 
quet hall, a mini-convention center, 
a five-story office building, a 20 
story office building-motel, and a 


restaurant. Four low-rise buildings 
are also on the drawings. 

Planning Board Queries 

Greenbelt Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) presened several con¬ 
siderations in regard to this concept 
plan at the November 20 council 
meeting, to which Kenneth H. Mi¬ 
chael (KHM) Company spokesman 
Thomas P. Hutchinson addressed 
himself at the December 4 meeting. 

The first APB matter dealt with 
the apparent lack of recreational 
facilities, to which Hutchinson re¬ 
plied that KHM was looking into 
the possibility of commercial recre¬ 
ation establishments. Another APB 
concern reflected the adequacy of 
the hotel-motel room capacities. 
Hutchinson acknowledged, “There 
is a great need for rooms, but as to 
the number, we don’t know. We’ll 
leave that to the hotel firms - 
they’ll set the amount.” 

Since only one restaurant was 
proposed, the APB report question¬ 
ed: Where will people go to eat? 
In response, Hutchinson showed 
that when construction is complet¬ 
ed, three or four eating establish 
ments would be within reach, in¬ 
cluding hi-rise hotel and office 
building cafeterias and restaurants. 

According to Hutchinson, KHM 
will confine office space construc¬ 
tion to the 450,000 sq. ft. County 
Planning Board limit. “Maybe we’ll 
be able to increase this amount 
after future road access improve¬ 
ments.” 


The proposed 20-story office 
building, to be situated at the 
highest point on the tract, emerged 
as another subject of APB skepti 
cism. However, both Michael and 
Hutchinson hailed the building as 
“extremely important to the devel 
opment of the site. You’ll be able 
to see it When approaching Green 
belt from 1—495. It will be a land¬ 
mark in identifying the site.” 

Couneilmen Approve 

On the basis of the proposed plan, 
Mayor Richard Pilski announced, 
“I’ll go along with this plan. It’s 
in the best interests of Greenbelt 
that the parcel is developed and 
I’m available to promote it.” 

Mayor pro^tem Gil Weidenfeld 
added, “We’ve come a long way 
through some stormy sessions, but 
now we have a complimentary re¬ 
lationship (with the developer).” 

Earlier in the meeting, council¬ 
man Richard Castaldi observed, 
“This can be a beneficial relation 
ship - a tremendous success. It’s 
a privilege to see such a fine edifice 
built in the first planned communi¬ 
ty.” 

KHM spokesman Hutchinson re 
cently commented, “We were pleas 
ed with the reaction of the mayor 
and council and feel strongly that 
the city of Greenbelt is our best 
salesman. Past problems were 
purely due to a lack of communica 
tion. But the more we appear be¬ 
fore them, the better the good rela¬ 
tions that will exist.” 


Citizens Urge Better Access for Antos, Bikes 
And Pedestrians at Greenbelt Metre Station

“Let’s built it soon and let’s 
build it right!” said Diane Mc- 
Cusker, resident of Berwyn 
Heights and representative of 
the Prince Georges County 
League of Women Voters. These 
two concepts were echoed in 
many ways during the even¬ 
ing as local citizens and their 
political leaders spoke to the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) 
officials including Frank Fran¬ 
cois^ who chaired the meeting 
and Cleatus Barnett, at the 
Public Hearing December 12. 
Those concerns centered around 
poor access to the Greenbelt 
Metro Station and frustration 
over the slow progress toward 
its realization. 

A public hearing generally has a 
mind of its own and this one was 
no exception. No one was there to 
contest the alignment from Green¬ 
belt Road to the Capital Beltway 
no one commented on the design of 
the station or that of the storage 
yard. One person asked for more 
parking spaces. (Those were the le¬ 
gitimate subjects for discussion.) 
The one item which was technically 
“not an issue” was road access — 
the subject of almost the entire 
hearing. Citizens will, after ail, 
discuss first those items they are 
most distressed about. 

Mayor Richard Pilski, the first 
speaker, opened the door to criti¬ 
cism of the aceeas roads, “We do 
recognize that station access im¬ 
provements are not directly the re¬ 
sponsibility of WMATA. Neverthe¬ 
less* it is also recognized that WM¬ 
ATA can lend its support for alter¬ 
native access improvements.” 
Greenbelt, he said, objected to the 
poor access to the north and east of 
the Beltway. “Direct convenient 
access is necessary,” he said, “to at¬ 
tract riders to Metro,” As a so¬ 


lution to the problem the city would 
like a bridge across the Beltway 
joining Cherrywood Lane with 
streets under construction on the 
north side of the Beltway (Ivy 
Lane) exiting onto Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue. 

Benefits of such an alternative 
would be: easy, direct access to the 
station ,and no additional impact 
on Kenilworth Ave./Greenbelt Rd. 
intersection, Greenbelt Rd. and 
Cherrywood Lane 

“We told you (last Miarch) that 
these access roads were inade¬ 
quate,” said Berwyn Heights Town 
Councilman Bill Armistead. ,r What 
you have is a recipe for traffic may¬ 
hem.” He cited the additional traf¬ 
fic that will eventually come from 
the new construction currently un¬ 
derway at Golden Triangle, North 
Springhill Lake and Greenbelt East 
in addition to the already congested 
Greenbelt Rd. f and then the traffic 
from the east headed for the Metro 
station. Berwyn Heights wants a 
complete exit from the Beltway, he 
said, and a bridge across the Belt- 
way at Cherrywood Lane. 

Cherrywood Lane 

Springhill Lake (SHL) resident 
Jennifer Seiver inquired: “What will 
be the impact of 1000 extra cars 
on Cherrywood Lane?” Cherrywood 
Lane will be widened by one lane 
was the answer offered by WMATA 
staff planner Lee Skillman. 

But Greenbelt mayor-pro-tem Gil 
Weidenfeld pointed out that Cher¬ 
rywood Lane is the main ingress/ 
egress for SHL residents, most of 
whom work. “This is a very busy 
street,” he said, “especially during 
peak commuting hours. Having the 
added Metro traffic,” he continued, 
“will be a tremendous problem for 
the people who live there.” 

Beltway Access 

Here opinions varied somewhat, 
but many speakers called for a full 
entrance/exit from the capital belt- 
way (1-495). WMATA and Mary¬ 
land State Department of Trans¬ 


portation (DOT) officials question¬ 
ed whether permission con Id be ob¬ 
tained from the federal government 
for a complete Beltway exit. 

Sunnyside 

R. I. Kingham, representing the 
25,000 people living in South Laurel, 
said, “We don’t see the access we 
need from Edmonston Rd. He sug¬ 
gested upgrading the planned ser ¬ 
vice road into the storage area from 
Sunnyside. This road could con¬ 
tinue on under the Beltway t 0 the 
station, he thought. 

“Sunnyside Road cannot handle 
peak traffic now,” countered Len 
Ferber, Vice President of the North 
College Park Citizens Association. 
He wanted to know what improve¬ 
ments would be made to Sunnyside 
and especially to the intersection 
with Rhode Island Ave. to compen¬ 
sate for the extra traffic. 

Ferber reminded officials that 
College Park had fought against 
Metro. But now, he continued, his 
citizens association had decided “if 
you can’t beat ’em, join ’em!” He 
listed concerns of residents who 
live just to the west of the B&O 
tracks both north and south of the 
Beltway. This community now 
wants an opportunity to participate 
in developing the plans for the area. 
They are worried, he said, about 
the additional traffic on the Belt- 
way and would like screening to 
help reduce the noise and air pollu¬ 
tion. The Beltway intersection w T ith 
Route One is already dangerous, he 
said. 

Weidenfeld added another con¬ 
cern about this intersection. “People 
coming from the east and even from 
the core of Greenbelt may find that 
Greenbelt Road has too much traf¬ 
fic and is too much of a hassle. It 
will be more convenient to get onto 
the Beltway, flip around at the 
Route One intersection and return 
to the Greenbelt station,” he said. 
Many will find this easier than us¬ 
ing Greenbelt Rd., Weidenfeld spe-

City Notes 

The general crew spent several 
days this week rebuilding the shoul¬ 
ders along Crescent Rd. They did 
some base repair to the west drive 
next to the municipal building prior 
to its being paved. The crew also 
mixed approximately 100 tons of 
cinders which was delivered this 
week with the 100 tons of solar 
salt that was on hand at the ware¬ 
house. This mixture will be used for 
ice control this winter. Some crew 
members also assisted the me¬ 
chanic on some large equipment 
maintenance. The crew is install¬ 
ing street signs at various loca¬ 
tions. Some street name signs that 
are needed are on order but have 
not been received yet. 

Work has been continuing on the 
remodeling of the Police Depart 
ment areas. The ceiling and light¬ 
ing have been finished on the se¬ 
cond floor in the hall and in CARES 
offices. 

The parks crew spent several 
days raking leaves in various parks 
in the city. The leaf vacuum was 
also out. One man in the crew re 
paired some benches in park areas. 
One day was spent putting lights 
on and decorating the tree on Cen¬ 
terway for Christmas. A Christmas 
tree was also decorated in the city 
office building. 

The refuse crew has been on 
schedule this week. Newspapers to¬ 
taled 9 tons and 740 lbs. C & C 
Cullet Co. came this week and 
picked up aproximately 53 barrels 
of glass. 

The contract paving being done 
by A.H. Smith was completed this 
week with the paving of the west 
municipal building driveway and 
the Youth Center parking lot. 


At the request of NCPC, the post¬ 
al service is giving further detailed 
consideration to 4 alternatives: 1. 
Leaving a customer facility at the 
present location, with a distribu¬ 
tion facility elsewhere 2. The Candy 
Cane City site. 3. The theatre and 4. 
limited expansion of the present 
building into the parking lot. In or¬ 
der to consider these proposals and 
adopt a position before the meeting 
in Congresswoman Spellman’s of¬ 
fice, council scheduled a work ses¬ 
sion for January 10. 

In assessing the proposals, City 
Manager James Giese reiterated hi* 
preference for a separation of posited 
functions and facilities. Although 
expressing interest in the use of the 
theater and expansion of the pres¬ 
ent facility, he felt “much more 
information is needed before I could 
recommend favorable considera¬ 
tion.” Particular concerns were **c 
bout the impact on customer park¬ 
ing and the location of parking for 
postal vehicles. (The postal service 
has said one of its prime con¬ 
cerns is for a secure parking area 
for postal vehicles). In enlarging 
the existing facility, consideration 
would have to be given to maintain¬ 
ing delivery vehicle access to other 
businesses. The expansion would 
probably mean city property (the 
parking lot) would be sold. Giese 
wondered whether there would be 
problems with zoning since the 
parking lot is not zoned and the 
buildings involved are privately 
owned, even though the postal ser¬ 
vice is not subject to zoning. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Castaldi did not 
think there would be any problems. 

Giese felt the theater space was 
about as great a space as the space 
in the new building, although the 
layout might not be as efficient. 
(Postmaster Emory” Hannan has 
suggested that the small theater 
front would be difficult to use for a 
lobby and that the floors would 
have to be leveled.) Councilman 
Thomas White felt the use of the 
east side of the mall near the the¬ 
ater could be accommodated in view 
of the Mobil redevolpment and the 
under-utilized garages. Giese sta¬ 
ted that an addition to the existing 
building would not be very exten¬ 
sive. (The proposed Parkway and 
Crescent facility has 6,860 square 
feet of interior space and the pre¬ 
sent facility 4,881). 


The building maintenance crew 
is continuing the remodeling work 
of the police offices. 

The parks crew operated the leaf 
vacuum every day last week. Trash 
receptacles are being replaced in 
various porks. 

On Friday, the city's evergreen 
tree was decorated with over 
600 twinkling lights and the tra¬ 
ditional holiday wreath was 
placed on the municipal building.

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PRAB Submits Commemorative 
Guidelines for Consideration

A Community Relations Advisory Board (CRAB) report re¬ 
garding commemorative guidelines for the naming of city pro¬ 
perty was tabled by Council at its November 20 meeting. 
The proposal, made by the Park and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB), was fundamentally supported by CRAB and will be 
further discussed at a work session. 


CRAB made minor changes in the 
guidelines, most of those for clari¬ 
fication and organizational purpos¬ 
es. Eligibility for commemoration 
extends to persons, living or de¬ 
ceased who have made noteworthy 
contributions to the City of Green- 
belt and its citizens. No one cur¬ 
rently an employee or an elected 
or appointed official may be nomin¬ 
ated. Descriptive titles referring 
to historical, geographical or tra¬ 
ditional names may also be consid¬ 
ered for nomination. 

Nominations for commemoration 
may be submitted by organizations, 
elected officials, and individuals to 
the Greenbelt City Council. The 
council, in turn, will refer the nom¬ 
ination petitions stating the contri¬ 
butions of the nominee to PRAB 
for its consideration and recom¬ 
mendations. PRAB itself will not 
make any nominations. After con¬ 
sidering the nominations at two or 
more publicized meetings, PRAB 
will render its recommendations to 
the City Council which will then 


make its decision. 

A log of city property suitable 
for commemoration purposes such 
as property dedicated but unnamed, 
and land having "site” names (Par¬ 
cel 7) or traditional names (In¬ 
dian Springs) will be drawn up. 

Commemoration of outstanding 
contributions might also be made 
by naming a facility after an in¬ 
dividual (McDonald Field). PRAB 
noted that if possible the form of 
commemoration should suit the 
conribution being honored. For in¬ 
stance, a sports facility would carry 
the name of someone having made 
outstanding achievement in sports. 

Commemoration could take other 
forms, such as a plaque in a suita¬ 
ble place, or the establishment of 
an "Honors Park”, or a memorial 
grove of trees within a park. PRAB 
report 9-78 will be examined by 
council at a work session and sub¬ 
sequently will be dealt with at a 
regularly scheduled council meet¬ 
ing. 


Historical Society President 
Explores Early P. G. History

The handful of Greenbelters who turned out for the November 
21 meeting of the Greenbelt Historical Society in the Greenbelt 
Library could not seem to tear themselves away as speaker Fred- 
erick DeMarr regaled them with facts and anecdotes from a seem- 
ingly inexhaustible supply concerning earlier residents of this area. 

DeMarr, President of the Prince sent handover Mall). Kent, a loca 1 
Georges County Historical Society, 
began his talk with the assertion 
that the original Greenbelt, while 
unique in being built all at one time. 

Greenbelt was not unique in Prince 
Georges County as a planning 
community. All the towns in Prince 
Georges County prior to 1800, De¬ 
Marr stated, had been planned as 
trade centers to encourage settle¬ 
ment. 

Among these was Bladensburg, 
built in 1743 at the headwaters of 
the Anaeostia River on land whose 
exact 50-acre site was chosen by a 
committee of five town commis 
sioners. The price set by the com¬ 
missioners was subject to appeal 
to a jury of 30 men, but the price 
they established became final, he 
said. The land parcel was surveyed 
into 60 lots, one to a customer, to 
avoid land speculation. 

Other Prince Georges County 
communities established by acts of 
the Assembly of Maryland, DeMarr 
noted, were Vansville, Marlboro, 

Piscataway, and Queen Anne. Vans¬ 
ville, just north of the present 
Agricultural Research Farm on Ed- 
monston Rd., did not survive, al¬ 
though its name now designates a 
small county park at that site. It 
was named for Gabriel Peterson 
Van Horn’s Tavern. 

Transportation Corridor 

The northern part of the County, 

DeMarr said, developed primarily 
as a transportation corridor be¬ 
tween Alexandria and Georgetown 
and Baltimore — first along the 
Baltimore-Washington Turnpike 
(basically the route of the present 
U.S. 1), and after 1835 along the 
B&O Railroad, These routes fol¬ 
low a north-south ridge through the 
County's center, draining on the 
west into the Potomac and on the 
east into the Patuxent. 

Early Families 

Among the early families sup¬ 
plying leadership in the County 
were the Calverts, the Kents, the 
Snowdens, and the Herberts; De¬ 
Marr said. The Calverts, occupants 
of the Calvert Mansion on River- 
dale Rd., owned an area bounded by 
Paint Branch on the north to Blad¬ 
ensburg on the south, and between 
the Present Kenilworth Ave, to U.S. 

1, One son, Charles B. Calvert was 
a member of the U. S. Congress 
during the Civil War period. 

Further east was Rosemont, the 
home of Dr. Joseph Kent (located 
across the Beltway from the pre¬ 


medical practitioner, was also 
four-term member of Congress 
three times governor of the State, 

and finally a U. S. Senator until 
1837. 

The Snow’den family, founded by 
a Welsh Quaker immigrant, Rich¬ 
ard, in the late 17th century, lo¬ 
cated in the area north of present- 
day Greenbelt, including most of 
the Beltsville Research Farm. The 
grandson, also named Richard, be 
came known as "the iron master" 
after his iron foundry, the Muirkirk 
Furnace. Another deseendent, Ma¬ 
jor Thomas Snowden, who served in 
the militia during the Revolution¬ 
ary war, built Montpelier Mansion 
east of Laurel. His total land hold¬ 
ings were around 30,000 acres. 

Mary, a daughter of Thomas, 
married John Carlisle Herbert of 
Alexandria, Va. He, as well as 
Francis Soott Key, had been class¬ 
mates of her brother at St. John's 
College in Annapolis. Herbert sett- 
tied with his wife, after she inheri¬ 
ted a portion of her father’s proper¬ 
ty, at Walnut. Grange, a large home 
near the pi^sent site of the admin¬ 
istration building of the Beltsville 
Farm, Herbert practiced law in 
Washington and was a member of 
the Maryland House of Delegates in 
1812-13, where he was elected 
Speaker. As colonel of a local 
militia cavalry unit, he served dur¬ 
ing the War of 1812. Later he served 
in Congress and twice acted as 
Presidential Elector. 

For those interested in further 
research into County history, De¬ 
Marr noted that on 1850 census, 
published by the Prince Georges 
Geneological Society, is available 
at the Hyattsville branch of the 
County Library. The Historical So¬ 
ciety has reprinted an 1860 map of 
Prince Georges County.

GHI Board Studies Parking Problem, 
Methods of Financing Rehabilitation

In its last full meeting of 
1978, on Thursday, Dec. 14, the 
GHI board - chaired by direc¬ 
tor Wayne Williams in the ab¬ 
sence of president James Smith 
- heard members’ views on the 
problems caused by neighboring 
University Square apartments, 
listened to recommendations of 
several committees on policy 
matters and decided the merits 
of some individual requests by 
members. A last board meet¬ 
ing will be held on December 
28, which, however, is slated to 
deal only with a few pressing 
problems. 

A large group of members from 
14 Court Ridge and adjacent courts 
were present to tell the board how 
they felt about the twin problems 
of parking and pedestrian traffic 
originating from the University 
Square complex, which abuts on 
the rear of 12-14r-16 Courts on 
Ridge. Apartment dwellers in that 
complex have been parking in the 
court parking areas or on Pidge 
Road, and on foot have been short- 
cutting through the common areas 
to go to and from the apartments. 
A six-foot chain-link fence, erected 
behind 14 Court to stop such traffic, 
has been of doubtful value for the 
purpose. The kind of inconveni¬ 
ence caused to members by the 
parking problem alone was sum¬ 
marized by one citizen from 14 
Court who told the board that she 
now has to park three blocks a- 
way from her home. 

Most of the affected members felt 
the fence was not doing any good 
and urged that more direct ac¬ 
tions be taken against two types of 
violations of GHI property - illegal 
parking in courts and pedestrian 
trespassing on GHI land. Manager 
Roy Breashears and director Nor¬ 
man Weyel agreed that the corpor 
ation does have the power to swear 
out a warrant against trespassers, 
if necessary. Several suggestions 
for anti-trespassing enforcement 
were offered from the audience and 
noted down by the manager for 
possible use, a few being especially 
well received by Williams and the 
board. One other possibility, ap¬ 
plying particularly to 14 Court, was 
put out by Williams as a partial 
solution - namely to increase the 
parking area in that court so that 
assigned member parking could be 
instituted there. 

Individual Requests 
Two other member requests were 
heard by the board; one to extend 
a fence into a common area in the 
Laurel Hill area to prevent intru¬ 
sion on his property, and the other 
to be relieved of the heating charge 
on his new addition. The first re¬ 
quest itself was denied, but a com¬ 
promise solution was offered by the 
board - to allow partial extension 
of two adjacent fences so as to lim 
it access to the (small) common 
area. With regard to the other 
member's addition, the member 
himself was present to say that not 
only his addition but the original 
home itself has been thoroughly in¬ 
sulated, and that he is heating the 
addition electrically, so that he 
argued no extra heat would be tak¬ 
en from GHI’s system. This was 
a tough technical "nut” for the 
board to crack; as director Don¬ 
ald Volk said, the situation would 
really require an expensive engin¬ 
eering survey to evaluate correct¬ 
ly. Though Hat Shinderman sup¬ 
ported the member’s position from 
the fioor, the board went aln^g with 
director Stephen Folaschik’s* view 
that a decision on this should wait 
till a later meeting. 

Rehabilitation 

Two committee reports relating 
to the coming rehabilitation project 
were given, one by director James 
Foster speaking for the Finance 
committee, and one by Ray Me- 
Cawley for the Aesthetics and En¬ 
vironment committee. The Finance 
committee's four recommendations 
all dealt with measures the com- 
mvrtee deems vital or useful for 
raising mooev for the protect: one 
would explore, together with the 


city, county and/or state, the pos¬ 
sibility of a bond issue by the cor¬ 
poration; a second would ask for 
the cooperation of members in in¬ 
corporating a one-time subordina¬ 
tion clause in their contracts, so 
as to make GHI eligible for federal 
and state insurance on its loans 
(such insurance lowering the in¬ 
terest rate GHI would have to pay 
on money borrowed from financial 
institutions); a third would create 
a member option to voluntarily co- 
sign, with the corporation, a loan 
note with a government agency 
for particular programs; and the 
fourth - more tentative in nature 
- would explore the possibility of 
internal financing by GHI members 
themselves. Deputy general man¬ 
ager Kenneth Kopstein and Shin¬ 
derman pointed out that the main 
purpose of these initiatives was to 
get action started on refinancing, 
rather than spelling out the final 
route. The board appeared to agree 
with this and formally authorized 
the committee's proposals. 

Ray McCawley of the Aesthetic 
and Environment committee, after 
giving the committee’s brief report, 
voiced his own suggestion that be¬ 
cause of present inability of the 
several committees to focus on 
many rehabilitation questions at 
once, the board might designate a 
"Model Court” to start rehabilita¬ 
tion work on; this would generate 
concrete issues that could be di¬ 
rectly attacked. This idea sounded 
interesting to the board, and chair¬ 
man Williams asked the manager 
to look into it, though the latter 
expressed some reservations about 
its practicality. 

Gutter Machine 

Some maintenance matters were 
also taken up at the meeting, in¬ 
cluding the proposed purchase of a 
gutter fabricating machine so that 
GHI can make its own seamless 
roof gutters out of either aluminum 
or galvanized iron stock, at a much 
lower cost than the present pur¬ 


chased galvanized guttering €43? 
cents per linear foot versus 8 2 
cents) which also has seams to 
cause trouble. The cost of the 
machine will be about $6250, and 
it can be mounted on one of the 
corporation's older trucks. The 
board quickly authorized its pur¬ 
chase which was recommended also 
by chief engineer Ove Kongstedt, 
Another staff proposal dealt with 
entering into a contract with a 
L aurel plumbing company to pm- 
vide supervision of GHI’s plumbing 
work by a licensed master plumber, 
so that the corporation’s work can 
meet county licensing requirements 
The proposed arrangement, howev¬ 
er, drew opposition from Shinder¬ 
man who questioned the ethics of 
the situation, arguing that it would 
not guarantee a proper working re¬ 
lationship between plumber and 
maintenance staff, though director 
Weyel on the other hand saw ne 
problem with it. Partly because of 
this, and also because engineer 
Kongstedt notified the board off an¬ 
other last-minute bid, a motion by 
Foster to table the matter for later 
consideration was passed.

New County Bill Revised Sales 

Procedures on Surplus Land 

by Elaine Skolnik 

A revised county bill (CB-131), which changes some of the 
procedures for disposing of surplus land acquired by the county 
for public use, was recently passed by the county council. The final 
version appears to satisfy the Greenbelt City Council’s major ob¬ 
jections to the original bill. 

When the proposed bill first sur¬ 
faced last August, it drew fire from 
the city council because (1) it would 
allow the person from whom the 
county purchased the property to 
have “first right of acquisition” and 
(2) would set the repurchase price 
as equal to the amount the county 
paid for the property, plus expenses. 

The city council was disturbed that 
the repurchase price did not take 
into consideration increased land 
values over the period of years that 
the county had held the land. Coun¬ 
cil felt strongly that the bill did not 
serve the public interest. 

As amended, the measure stipu¬ 
lates that the previous owner could 
have first acquisition rights only 
on those surplus pieces of proper¬ 
ty that are smaller than the lot 
size required for development in 
the area or those pieces which are 
revidentially zoned, regardless of 
size, and adjacent to the original 
property owner’s existing residence. 

The hSll applies only to land held 
by the county for 10 years or less. 

The price for which eligible own¬ 
ers could reacquire their property 
includes the original sale price plus 
the taxes that would have been due 
on the land had it been held in 
private ownership during the years 
of county tenure plus the cost of 
improvements and administrative 
costs ocf transferring title back to 
the property owners. 

Councilman David Hartlove, 
sponsor of the bill, said he intro¬ 
duced the amendments to allay 
fears that some property owners 
would receive a windfall. He also 
noted that the final bill applies only 
to residential properties and ex¬ 
cludes any that is commercial or 
industrial. 

Surplus land that does not fall 
under the new stipulations will be 
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Recreation Review preview of progress 


disposed of in accordance with 
the county’s present policy, which 
gives first priority for acquisition 
to any municipality in which the 
property lies, as well as to the 
Maryland National Capita! Park 
and Planning Commission and the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission. If these governmental 
bodies have no interest in acquiring 
the land, the county will sell the 
property to the highest bidder at 
a public sale or to any purchaser 
who offers the sales price approved 
by the county council. The 6% 
interest charge on sales to govern¬ 
mental bodies has been dropped in 
the new bill.) 

Greenbelt Property 

CB-131 would exclude, for exam¬ 
ple, the owners of 72 acres of par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, the land between 
Ridge Road and the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, from reac¬ 
quiring the property that was once 
proposed for a three-school com¬ 
plex. Last spring the Board of 
Education declared the property 
surplus. The bulk of land was ac¬ 
quired in 1966, and in 1969 10 addi¬ 
tional acres were purchased. 

John Aubuchon, public informa¬ 
tion officer for the Prince Georges 
County Public Schools, told the 
News Review on December 8 that 
the land had not yet been deeded 
over to the county. He was not 
aware, he said, of any problems 
associated with the transference 
of the land and was unable to say 
when the process would be com¬ 
pleted. 

The city council at its December 
4 meeting directed the city mana¬ 
ger to write to the appropriate offi¬ 
cials, including the county execu¬ 
tive, to express the city’s concern 
over the property’s status.

GHI NOTES 

The next meeting of the GHI 
Board of Directors will be Thurs¬ 
day, December 28 (not Dec. 21) 
as reported last week) in the GHI 
Board Room. 

Members should have received a 
questionnaire related to financial 
assistance for rehabilitation on their 
doorstep about two weeks ago. If, 
for some reason, anyone did not re¬ 
ceive this questionnaire, please call 
the Manager’s Office, 474-5566 and 
ask for one to be sent. 

One of the programs described in 
the questionnaire is the Rehabilita¬ 
tion Loan Deferral Program. If the 
member obtains a loan to pay for 
the rehabilitation on his/her home, 
the monthly payments on this loan 
—plus the interest— would be made 
from monies in the RLDP fund 
established for this purpose. This 
money would be paid back to the 
fund at any time or when the mem 
ber sells his house. If the mem¬ 
ber sells his house before the loan 
is paid off, he only pays back to 
the fund what he “borrowed”. 

Eligibility will be limited to 
households whose members pay 
more than 25% of their income 
for housing. This will enable those 
low-income families who do not 
receive Section 8 housing assistance 
to obtain a loan so that their 
monthly Charges are not increased 
by rehabilitation costs. 

* * * 

At the recent conference of the 
National Association of Housing 
Cooperatives, GHI’s Deputy Gen¬ 
eral Manager, Ken Kopstein, was 
elected treasurer and member of 
the executive committee. He is also 
co-chairman of the Legislative 
Committee. 

NAHC adopted an action agenda 
for 1979 to promote cooperative in¬ 
terests at the federal level.

Pedestrian & Bike Ways 

In response to a question by Me 
Cusker, WMATA officials indicated 
that local jurisdictions must be de¬ 
veloping their own pedestrian and 
bikeways. We will pick up those 
trails at bur property line and bring 
those people safely into the sta¬ 
tion.” 

Armistead objected to this wait 
and see attitude on the part of WM¬ 
ATA. ‘There will be a network of 
bike trails in the area by 1987. We 
need to be able to park and secure 
bikes. You must not wait til biko 
trails come to your property line.” 

Harry Sanders, a former resident 
said he too was disappointed with 
plans for pedestrians. Sanders walks 
a mile to and from work at the 
end of his Metro ride and felt sure 
neighborhood residents would walk 
to the Greenbelt station. 

John Mercer, Westchester Park, 
commented on the proximity of the 
Hollywood residential area which 
is closer than SHL. ‘Imagine,” he 
said, "the frustration of going round 
and round and not being able to get 
to something you can see.” They 
need a pedestrian crossing at least. 

Ferber, however, cautioned WM¬ 
ATA that Hollywood citizens "want 
to tell you where we think such a 


crossing should be put.” 

Railroad Interface? 

Several wondered whether the B 
& O railroad commuter line would 
interface with the Metro at Green¬ 
belt station. Why was DOT going 
ahead with plans to fix up the Riv¬ 
erdale R&O station? Residents were 
assured that such an interface was 
in the plans, but that the federal 
grant would be used to renovate the 
Riverdale facility in the interim. 

Solutions 

All through the hearing, both 
WMATA offiicals and the DOT rep ¬ 
resentative, Gerald Cichy, appeared 
willing to work with all those pre¬ 
sent in an effort to come up with 
the best possible plan.

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Dumping Stations Listed 
For Used Crankcase Oil 

Prince Georges County citizens 
who change their own crankcase 
oil may comply with a new State 
law banning the dumping of used 
oil by taking it to one of 90 ser¬ 
vice stations in the County that 
will accept it free of charge. 

Although the law enacted by the 
1978 General Assembly does not 
become effective until next January 
1, the Citizens Concerned for a 
Cleaner County (CCCC), which 
provided a list of 90 stations, urged 
residents of the County to imme¬ 
diately begin utilizing the service. 
The legislation provides fines up to 
$250 for dumping used oil. 

The following service stations 
serve the Greenbelt area: Green- 
belt Exval Co-op Service Station, 
70 Southway Rd.; Greenbelt Exxon 
Service Center, 5900 Greenbelt Rd.; 
and Greenbelt Philips “66”, 6000 
Greenbelt Rd. 

Residents may also bring used oil 
to the city's Public Works Dept, 
near the Lake Park. There are 
containers for oil, glass and alum¬ 
inum to be recycled. 


Postal Service Guarantees 
Overnight Pkg. Delivery 

For many of those who have put 
off mailing their Christmas gifts, 
Express Mail may no«w be the best 
answer, Postmaster Emory Harman 
said today. 

The Postal Service guarantees 
next day Express Mail Service for 
any item up to 70 pounds if deposi¬ 
ted for mailing by 5 p.m, the day 
before. If it should fail to meet 
this commitment,’the postage cost 
is refunded. The service is availa¬ 
ble from more than 1000 cities. 


Postmaster Harman noted that 
though Express Mail costs more 
than regular parcel post, that is 
offset by the expedited nature of 
the service and the lower cost per 
pound as the weight of the parcel 
increases. 

"In addition, the Postal Service 
guarantees on-time delivery or your 
money is refunded,” Postmaster 
Harman said. Customers have the 
option of depositing packages by 
5 p.m. for availability at the destin¬ 
ation post office by 10 a.m. the next 
day or for delivery to the addressee 
by 3 p.m. 

Post offices will be closed Sunday, 
December 24, and Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 25. However, by requesting 
Express Mail Delivery Service, ra¬ 
ther than pickup service, mailers 
can assure delivery by Christmas. 
Express Mail deliveries are made 
everyday of the year, including 
Sundays and holidays. 

Postmaster Harman noted the 
Postal Service has an on-time de¬ 
livery record of over 95 percent 
for its Express Mail Service. 

Merchandise insurance coverage 
of up to $500 on any item weighing 
up to 70 pounds is available at no 
additional charge, Postmaster Har¬ 
man noted*
